In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth.

should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 

0) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 
1 .52(b)(3)). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each 
element or step of the claim should be separated by a line indentation. 
There may be plural indentations to further segregate subcombinations or 
related steps. See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01 (i)-(p). 

(k) Abstract of the Disclosure : See MPEP § 608.01 (f). A brief narrative of the 
disclosure as a whole in a single paragraph of 150 words or less 
commencing on a separate sheet following the claims. In an international 
application which has entered the national stage (37 CFR 1.491(b)), the 
applicant need not submit an abstract commencing on a separate sheet if 
an abstract was published with the international application under PCT 
Article 21 . The abstract that appears on the cover page of the pamphlet 
published by the International Bureau (IB) of the World Intellectual 
Property Organization (WIPO) is the abstract that will be used by the 
USPTO.

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the received abstract is the first 
page of the International Application to the W.O. Correction is required. See MPEP 

§ 608.01(b). 

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

6. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 



Claim Rejections -35USC§112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1-2 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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9. The term "predetermined" in claim 1 is a relative term which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "predetermined level" is not defined by the claim, the specification 
does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary 
skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. Please 
explain the metes and bounds of this level. 

10. Claim 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite in 
that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim is 
an omnibus type claim. The language of the preamble does not match that of the body. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

11. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

12. Claims 1-3 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dupuis (CA 
2,277,008). Dupuis discloses a method of determining the location and status Of a 
subject upon the occurrence of a trigger event comprising: 

1) activating a sensor to a predetermined level corresponding to a class of event 
upon the occurrence of an event [pg. 2; lines 4-9; pg. 1 1 , lines 3-5]; 

2) transmitting an event signal to a central station indicating the class of event [pg. 
2; lines 4-9];

3) monitoring for acknowledgement of receipt of signal [pg. 4, Lo-VHF Transceiver; 
pg. 5, lines 16-17]; 

4) receiving acknowledgement signal, or retransmitting event signal [pg. 4, Lo-VHF 
Transceiver; pg. 5, lines 16-17]; 

5) upon receipt of acknowledgement signal, entering a monitor mode [pg. 2; line 12]. 
Regarding claim 2, said monitor mode comprises at least monitoring subject 

acceleration, and collision notification sensors [pg. 2; lines 14-15]. 

Regarding claim 3, a vehicle location device comprising a core processor 
equipped with a waterfall memory and a communication interface, sensors including a 
compass, an accelerometer, an ignition circuit sensor and a speed sensor, a GPS 
receiver and a data modem, wherein said data modem Is adapted to transmit position 
and status information received from Said GP8 and said sensors, and said memory is 
adapted to store sensed data on a continuous basis for real time or delayed monitoring 
as desired [pg. 2; lines 4-15; pg. 10, lines 14-end; pg. 14, lines 13-14]. 

13. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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14. Claim 3 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Flick (US 
2002/0016672). Flick discloses a vehicle location device comprising a core processor 
equipped with a waterfall memory and a communication interface [0036], sensors 
including a compass [0085; 0153], an accelerometer [0059; 0060], an ignition circuit 
sensor and a speed sensor [0186], a GPS receiver [Fig. 1; 0006; 0032] and a data 
modem [0031], wherein said data modem Is adapted to transmit position and status 
information received from Said GP8 and said sensors, and said memory is 
adapted to store sensed data on a continuous basis for real time or delayed monitoring 
as desired. 

The "wherein 1 ' clause is essentially a method limitation or statement or 
intended or desired use. Thus, these claims as well as other statements of intended 
use do not serve to patentably distinguish the claimed structure over that of the 
reference. See In re Pearson , 181 USPQ 641; In re Yanush , 177 USPQ 705; In re 
Finsterwalder, 168 USPQ 530; In re Casey . 512 USPQ 235; In re Otto . 136 USPQ 458; 
Ex parte Masham , 2 USPQ 2nd 1647. 
See MPEP § 21 14 which states: 

A claim containing a "recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus 
is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from the prior art apparatus" if 
the prior art apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the claim. Ex parte Masham . 2 USPQ 2nd 
1647 

Claims directed to apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure 
rather than functions. In re Danlv , 120 USPQ 528, 531 

Apparatus claims cover what a device is not what a device does. Hewlett-Packard Co. v. 
Bausch&Lomblnc 15 USPQ2d 1525, 1528. 

As set forth in MPEP § 21 15, a recitation in a claim to the material or article 

worked upon does not serve to limit an apparatus claim. This applies to claim 3.
